Jung  Chang  Reveals  Her  Inner  Fire  in  Talk 

on  Wild  Swans

Several  displaced  residents  of  the  China¬ 
town  building  that  was  deemed  unsafe  to 
reside  in  last  week  spoke  about  their  trou¬ 
bles  since  being  forced  from  their  homes 
in  a  press  conference  at  the  Chinese  Pro¬ 
gressive  Association  on  February  28. 

Residents  complained  of  how  relocating 
to  public  housing  outside  of  Chinatown 
has  caused  them  problems  due  to  the  un¬ 
known  areas  and  language  barrier.  Those 
at  the  press  conference  were  made  aware 
of  a  few  incidences  where  displaced  resi¬ 
dents  had  been  hospitalized  in  the  after- 
math  of  finding  out  they  couldn't  return 
to  their  homes.  But  the  main  concern  for 
the  residents  who  attended  the  press  con¬ 
ference  was  lost  wages  from  to  having  to 
move  around  during  work  hours.  Resi¬ 
dents  wanted  compensation  for  lost  wages 
and  moving  costs. 

"The  landlord  offered  to  pay  back  rent  and 
the  deposit,"  said  63-year-old  Mr.  Cheung, 
in  Cantonese,  who  quit  his  job  during  the 
move-out  as  he  couldn’t  take  anymore 
time  off  his  cook  job  in  New  Hampshire. 
"But  what  good  is  that?  There  are  many 
more  costs  that  need  to  be  paid  for." 

For  $550  a  month,  residents  at  Harrison 
Avenue  lived  in  a  small,  single-room  apart¬ 
ment,  and  shared  a  communal  bathroom 
and  kitchen. 

"[The  landlord]  cannot  just  pay  us  a  lit¬ 
tle  bit  of  money  and  the  problem  will  go 
away,"  said  Mr.  Cheung,  who  became  emo¬ 
tional  when  recalling  the  evening  he  was 
forced  to  relocate  from  his  home. 

Mrs.  Lin,  a  64-year-old  woman  who  had 
lived  in  her  apartment  at  25  Harrison 
Avenue  since  June  1,  2005  with  her  hus¬ 
band,  told  the  journalists  present  at  the 
conference  that  because  of  all  the  walking 
and  anxiety  of  not  knowing  where  to  stay 
on  the  evening  they  found  out  that  they 
couldn't  return  to  their  home,  her  husband 
ended  up  collapsing  in  the  middle  of  the 
street. 

"My  husband  had  to  stay  at  New  England 
Medical  Center  for  two  evenings,"  said  Mrs. 


Lin,  in  Cantonese,  who  rented  her  apart¬ 
ment  for  $550  and  currently  lives  in  pub¬ 
lic  housing  in  South  Boston.  "My  wish  is 
that  we  can  return  to  live  [at  25  Harrison 
Avenue]  as  we  can  only  speak  Chinese, 
and  it  is  more  convenient." 

As  of  the  press  conference,  Mrs.  Lin  had 
not  received  her  medical  bill  from  NEMC 
yet.  Her  husband  has  returned  home,  but 
cannot  work. 

"It  must  be  the  landlord's  responsibility  to 
compensate  our  loss  of  wages,"  said  Mrs. 
Lin.  "We’ve  even  been  threatened  with 
losing  our  jobs  since  we  have  to  take  so 
many  days  off  because  of  this." 

According  to  the  residents,  the  building's 
landlord  has  had  no  communication  with 
them  since  the  evening  all  the  residents 
were  forced  to  move  out  of  their  homes. 

"We  have  had  to  find  our  own  moving 
trucks  and  hire  movers  to  move  our  be¬ 
longings,"  said  Mr.  Cheung.  "Come  on,  for 
us  to  spend  $200  on  a  moving  truck  is  like 
a  week's  wages.  That  must  be  the  land¬ 
lord's  responsibility."

Writer  Jung  Chang  finally  consented  to  an 
adaptation  of  her  best-selling  early  90s 
memoir,  Wild  Swans:  Three  Daughters  of 
China,  which  premiered  at  the  American 
Repertory  Theater  [ART]  in  Cambridge 
last  month.  The  play’s  inventive  produc¬ 
tion  design,  however,  did  not  distract  the¬ 
ater  critics  enough  from  what  they  saw  as 
the  show’s  shortcomings — a  cast  of  flat 
characters  that  portrayed  a  superficial 
sweep-through  of  an  experience  as  rivet¬ 
ing  and  emotionally  profound  as  the  one 
Chang  evokes  in  Wild  Swans,  a  tale  of  Chi¬ 
na  woven  through  generations  of  women 
that  recounts  the  author’s  suffering  at  the 
hands  of  Mao  Zedong. 

In  town  from  her  home  in  London  for  the 
play’s  premier,  Chang,  59,  spoke  intimately 
about  Wild  Swans  and  her  journey  as  a 


writer  at  the  Boston  Chinatown  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Center  last  month. 

When  asked  about  her  reaction  to  the  ART 
play  she  said  that  the  play  was  not  her  work 
and  that  although  "you  can’t  condense  an 
epic  book  into  a  1.5  hour  stage  play..."  they 
"made  a  very  good  attempt  at  capturing 
the  spirit."  Chang  became  involved  in  the 
play  in  order  to  ensure  its  accuracy. 

Born  in  1952  in  Sichuan  Province,  Chang 
survived  the  Great  Leap  Forward  and  the 
Cultural  Revolution  of  1966-76  before  she 
left  for  Britain  in  1978,  two  years  after  the 
Chairman’s  death.  The  Cultural  Revolu¬ 
tion  brought  extreme  personal  anguish  to 
Chang.  Her  father  was  labeled  a  dissenter 
of  Mao's  ideology  and  later  tortured  and 
driven  to  insanity  before  he  perished  in  a 
camp.  Chang’s  mother,  still  alive  in  Cheng¬ 
du,  where  Chang  visits  her  once  a  year 
with  special  permission  of  the  Chinese

Tax  Information  &  the  Compliance  Research  Examination 


With  the  deadline  to  file  your  income  tax  fast 
approaching  (the  deadline  is  April  17,  in  case 
you  forgot),  it  is  important  to  keep  the  Inter¬ 
nal  Revenue  Service's  random  compliance 
research  examination  on  your  radar  in  case 
your  income  tax  return  is  chosen  and  you 
have  to  meet  with  the  IRS  to  substantiate  your 
federal  income  tax  return. 

However,  if  you  are  selected  at  random  for  a 
compliance  research  examination,  remember 
that  the  purpose  of  the  examination  is  not  to 
single  you  out,  but  to  better  understand  tax 
compliance  and  improve  the  fairness  in  the 
system. 

Below  are  guidelines  in  understanding  what 
you  need  to  do  when  if  you  are  chosen. 

What  You  Will  Need  To  Do 

On  the  letter  that  the  IRS  will  send  you,  if 
will  list  a  time  frame  within  which  you  must 
call  the  telephone  number  listed.  During  this 
phone  call,  you  will  schedule  a  time  when  you 
will  meet  with  an  IRS  agent  to  look  at  your 
federal  income  tax  documents. 


What  to  Bring  With  You  to  the  Examina¬ 
tion 

Attached  to  the  letter  you  receive  will  be  an 
Information  Document  Request,  which  will 
list  the  items  on  your  tax  return  to  be  exam¬ 
ined.  In  addition,  it  might  be  a  good  idea  to 
bring  any  rent  receipts,  mortgage  statements, 
utility  bills,  bank  statements  or  any  other 
documents  that  might  help  with  verifying 
items  on  your  tax  return. 

What  to  Except  at  the  Examination 

Typically,  the  examination  is  scheduled  to 
last  a  couple  of  hours.  It  is  the  goal  of  the 
IRS  examiner  to  complete  the  examination 
during  the  initial  meeting.  However,  the  let¬ 
ter  you  will  receive  if  you  are  chosen  for  an 
examination  makes  clear  that  “depending 
on  the  results  of  the  initial  meeting  and  the 
supporting  items  you  provide,  [the  examiner] 
may  ask  you  to  provide  additional  informa¬ 
tion  or  schedule  a  follow-up  meeting.  When 
the  examination  is  completed,  you  may  owe 
additional  tax,  be  due  a  refund,  or  there  may 
be  no  change  on  your  return.' 


Other  Important  Things  to  Take  into  Ac¬ 
count 

It’s  important  to  note  that  if  you  filed  a  joint 
return,  you  and  your  spouse  may  attend  the 
examination.  You  can  also  have  someone  rep¬ 
resent  you  at  the  examination.  But  remem¬ 
ber,  if  you  don't  plan  on  attending  WITH  your 
representative,  you  will  have  to  provide  a 
completed  Form  2848,  Power  of  Attorney,  or 
Form  8821,  Tax  Information  Authorization, 
by  the  start  of  the  examination. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  if  you  are 
chosen  for  a  compliance  examination  that 
you  attend  If  you  don’t  attend,  the  examiner 
can  issue  an  examination  report  showing  ad¬ 
ditional  tax  due  -  making  you  pay  more  than 
you  filed  for. 

So,  whether  you  have  filed  a  simple  tax  return 
or  a  very  complicated  one,  it  is  best  to  make 
sure  every  item  checks  out.  It  is  always  bet¬ 
ter  to  be  safe  than  sorry.  If  you  are  chosen  for 
an  examination,  and  your  federal  income  tax 
return  is  accurate  to  the  best  of  your  knowl¬ 
edge,  the  process  will  not  be  a  problem.

Yee  is  one  of  the  most  talented  play¬ 
wrights  the  Asian-American  community 
has  the  pleasure  of  boasting  about  And 
her  new  production  Hookman,  produced 
by  Company  One,  is  anticipated  to  be  a 
funny,  yet  horror-based  success  that  Yee 
can  add  to  her  list  of  achievements.  But, 
of  course,  everyone  wants  to  know  where 
Yee  got  her  start  in  writing. 

Tve  always  been  interested  in  writing 
-  cogent  narrative,”  said  Yee,  in  a  tele¬ 
phone  interview.  “I’m  actually  a  very  poor 
speaker.  Playwriting  is  a  way  to  collect  my 
thoughts." 

However,  the  development  of  Hookman 
has  been  different  since  the  outset  Com¬ 
pany  One,  in  collaboration  with  Boston 
Center  for  the  Arts’  XX  PlayLab,  decided 
that  they  would  commit  to  doing  a  play  by 
a  playwright  from  the  beginning  of  writ¬ 
ing,  to  the  final  production. 

*1  really  enjoyed  the  process,  even  the 
revisions”  said  Yee.  "It’s  rare  that  a  play¬ 
wright  gets  this  type  of  opportunity." 


Hookman  will  run  from  March  23  to  April 
14,  2012  at  the  Calderwood  Pavilion. 

"Hookman  comes  from  two  different 
sources,”  explained  Yee.  'Horror  movies 
and  scary  movies  are  always  something 
I  was  afraid  of.  They  were  a  source.  And 
things  happening  to  people  that  are  tan¬ 
gentially  related.” 

And  which  writers  inspired  Yee? 

"I  like  writers  who  try  to  be  inventive  and 
think  about  how  things  sound,"  said  Yee. 
"Adam  Bock,  Annie  Baker,  Julia  Cho,  just  to 
name  a  few." 

And  in  keeping  with  the  theme  of  the 
travel  edition,  Sampan  had  to  ask  a  couple 
of  questions: 

SAMPAN:  What’s  your  favorite  place  to 
visit? 

Yee:  "Well,  Boston  this  season.  I’ve  got  to 
visit  a  couple  times  for  [Hookman].  But 
I  like  Paris,  too,  and  Cambodia.  I  went  to 
Cambodia  last  summer  as  part  of  a  travel 
grant  at  U.C  San  Diego." 

SAMPAN:  Where  to  you  dream  of  going? 

Yee:  "That  would  have  to  be  Turkey, 
the  Mediterranean,  or  Japan.  They  both 
represent  such  a  departure  from  what  I’m 
used  to.” 

SAMPAN:  If  you  could  only  live  in  one 
place,  where  would  that  be? 

Yee:  "New  York."

government,  suffered  through  one  hun¬ 
dred  denunciation  meetings  for  support¬ 
ing  her  husband  Her  arms  were  twisted, 
she  was  forced  to  kneel  on  broken  glass, 
and  was  later  paraded  in  the  streets 
where  children  spat  on  her,  according  to 
Chang.  After  the  Cultural  Revolution  end¬ 
ed,  Chang  passed  an  exam  that  allowed 
her  to  go  abroad  to  London  as  one  of  the 
first  fourteen  people  to  leave  China  at  the 
time.  She  later  became  the  first  person 
from  China  to  receive  a  doctorate  at  a 
British  University. 

Chang  said  that  London  was  like  "another 
planet"  "We  were  all  wearing  Mao  suits. 
We  could  not  go  out  on  our  own  and  we 
were  quite  a  sight  on  the  streets,"  she 
said  All  the  English  she  knew  at  the  time 
came  from  direct  translations  of  Chinese. 
"I  went  around  asking  people  in  London 
where  they  were  going  and  if  they  had 
eaten.  From  the  Chinese:  'chifan  le  ma, 
shang  nar  qu?" 

Going  to  a  London  bar  was  completely 
out  of  the  question  for  Chang  and  her  fel¬ 
low  Chinese  scholars.  'I  thought  it  was 
something  indecent  with  nude  women 
gyrating,"  she  said  However,  "torn  with 
curiosity,"  the  young  Chang  snuck  of  the 
college  one  day,  pushed  the  bar  door 
open,  and  only  saw  "some  old  man  drink¬ 
ing  some  beer." 

"I  was  disappointed’  she  admitted. 

Chang’s  rebellious  nature  saw  her  be¬ 
come  the  first  in  her  cohort  to  have  a  for¬ 
eign  boyfriend 


"We  came  with  a  cautionary  tale:  that 
anyone  with  a  foreign  boyfriend  would 
be  carted  off.  At  26, 1  first  used  makeup 
because  I  thought  that  would  provide  a 
satisfactory  disguise.  When  1  was  near 
the  Chinese  embassy,  my  legs  would  turn 
to  jelly,  and  I  hid  my  head  in  the  car,"  she 
confessed. 

Before  writing  Wild  Swans,  Chang  said 
she  wanted  to  forget  all  about  China.  She 
even  lied  to  people  who  asked  her  where 
she  was  from  by  pretending  that  she  was 
from  South  Korea  "I  didn’t  want  to  an¬ 
swer  the  questions  that  brought  painful 
memories.  Before  writing  Wild  Swans, 
the  past  turned  into  memory.  I  no  longer 
had  nightmares.  Then,  1  began  to  feel  that 
China  was  really  under  my  skin  and  in  my 
blood." 

"If  I  didn’t  go  back  for  any  length  of  time 

I  would  become  restless.  It  deepened  my 
love  and  understanding  for  my  native 
country,"  she  said.' 

After  repressing  memories  of  a  trauma¬ 
tizing  Chinese  past  for  a  decade  in  Eng¬ 
land,  Chang  finally  began  recording  her 
mother's  stories.  "She  had  left  me  sixty 
hours  of  tape  recording.  When  1  listened 
to  her,  I  thought  I  had  to  write  all  this 
down.  So  that’s  how  1  started  writing 
Wild  Swans."

Traveling  with  Diabetes 

IIOW  TO  STAY  SAFE  WHEN  TRAVELING  ABROAD 


With  the  summer  just  around  the  comer, 
plans  for  that  annual  vacation  loom  large. 
And  a  diagnosis  of  diabetes  doesn’t  have  to 
interfere  with  any  plans  you've  intended  to 
make.  Whether  you  want  to  go  scuba  diving, 
rock  climbing,  or  just  relax  on  a  beach  some¬ 
where,  diabetes  doesn't  have  to  be  a  road 
block. 

Remember,  all  you  need  to  do  is  prepare  a 
few  things  and  plan  ahead  to  ensure  your 
diabetes  is  controlled  during  your  next  vaca¬ 
tion. 

Before  you  head  off  on  your  trip 

It  is  a  good  practice  to  always  see  your  doc¬ 
tor  before  you  head  off  on  vacations,  regard¬ 
less  of  whether  you  have  diabetes  or  not,  and 
more  importantly  if  your  vacation  is  for  a  sig¬ 
nificant  amount  of  time.  If  you  have  got  dia¬ 
betes,  the  goal  of  your  pre-vacation  visit  to 
the  doctor  should  be  to  get  a  medical  exam, 
making  sure  that  your  diabetes  is  controlled 
and  in  good  order. 

Before  any  trip,  you're  going  to  want  to  get 
two  very  important  pieces  of  papers  from 
your  doctor:  a  letter  and  a  prescription. 

The  letter  should  explain  what  you  need  to 
do  for  your  diabetes,  such  as  take  diabetes 
pills  or  insulin  shots.  It  should  list  insulin,  sy¬ 
ringes,  and  any  other  medications  or  devices 
you  use.  The  letter  should  also  list  any  aller¬ 
gies  you  have  or  any  foods  or  medications  to 
which  you  are  sensitive. 


The  prescription  should  be  for  insulin  or 
diabetes  pills.  You  should  have  more  than 
enough  insulin  and  syringes  or  pills  to  last 
through  the  trip. 

What  to  pack  for  your  trip? 

One  of  the  most  important  things  someone 
with  diabetes  should  do  whenever  they  trav¬ 
el  is  pack  at  least  twise  as  much  medication 
and  blood-testing  suppolies  as  they  think 
they  need.  Also,  remember  that  packing 
all  the  medication  in  a  carry-on  bag  means 
you'll  have  it  with  you  at  all  times.  That’s 
much  better  than  packing  it  in  your  suitcase, 
as  luggage  can  always  get  lost 

Whether  you  travel  by  car,  plane,  boat,  bike, 
or  foot,  you'll  want  to  keep  this  "carry-on" 
bag  with  you  at  all  times.  Pack  this  bag  with: 

•  All  the  insulin  and  syringes  you  will  need 
for  the  trip  (and  more  if  possible) 

•  Blood  and  urine  testing  supplies  (you'll 
want  to  pack  extra  batteries  too) 

•  All  oral  medications  (an  extra  supply  is  a 
always  good  idea) 

•  Other  medications  or  medical  supplies, 
such  as  glucagon,  anti-diarrhea  medication, 
antibiotic  ointment,  anti-nausea  drugs 

•  Your  ID  and  diabetes  identity  card 

•  A  well-wrapped,  air-tight  snack  pack  of 
crackers  or  cheese,  peanut  butter,  fruit,  a 
juice  box,  and  some  form  of  sugar  (hard 
candy  or  glucose  tablets)  to  treat  low  blood 
glucose 


Traveling  with  Insulin 

When  you  travel  with  insulin,  you'll  have  to 
think  ahead  about  where  you  will  be  storing 
your  insulin  for  the  journey  and  trip.  Insulin 
does  not  need  to  be  refrigerated,  but  insulin 
stored  in  very  hot  or  very  cold  temperatures 
may  lose  its  strength. 

You  don’t  want  to  store  your  insulin  in  the 
glove  compartment  or  trunk  of  your  car. 
Backpacks  and  cycle  bags  can  get  quite  hot  in 
the  direct  sunlight,  too.  If  you  plan  to  travel 
by  car  or  bike  or  to  be  out  in  the  elements, 
make  sure  to  prepare  to  protect  your  insulin. 
Many  travel  packs  are  available  to  keep  your 
insulin  cool. 

Times  Zones 

If  you  take  insulin  shots  and  will  be  cross¬ 
ing  time  zones,  talk  to  your  doctor  or  dia¬ 
betes  educator  before  your  trip.  Bring  your 
flight  schedule  and  information  on  time  zone 
changes.  Your  doctor  will  help  you  decide 
which  times  to  take  your  insulin  depending 
on  your  schedule. 

Remember:  If  you're  traveling  east,  you’ll 
have  a  shorter  day.  If  you  inject  insulin,  less 
may  be  needed.  Traveling  west  means  a  lon¬ 
ger  day,  so  more  insulin  may  be  needed. 

To  keep  track  of  shots  and  meals  through 
changing  time  zones,  keep  your  watch  on 
your  home  time  zone  until  the  morning  after 
you  arrive.

The  most  unique  of  the  travel  destinations  on  this 
list,  Chichen  Itza  in  Mexico  is  arguably  the  most  fa¬ 
mous  pre-Columbian  city  built  by  the  Mayan  Civi¬ 
lization.  A  trip  to  Chichen  Itza  should  be  on  top  of 
your  list  of  vacation  destinations  if  you’re  the  type 
that  enjoys  gearing  up  with  a  pair  of  sturdy  walking 
shoes  and  a  walking  stick.

The  most  popular  way  to  visit  Chichen  Itza  is  as  a  day-trip  from  Cancun,  Mexico  via  car  or  bus.  However, 
there  is  more  than  enough  to  look  at  and  experience  at  Chichen  Itza  to  justify  a  couple  of  days  at  the 
Mayan  ruins. 

AMSTERDAM,  THE  NETHERLANDS 

2012  is  a  special  year  for  a  visit  to  the  Netherlands.  Once  every  de¬ 
cade,  the  country  holds  the  world  horticultural  expo,  Floriade,  and 
the  huge  occasion  occurs  this  year  from  April  5  to  October  7.  But  if 
horticulture  isn’t  exactly  your  cup  of  tea  and  you're  more  into  the 
past,  for  all  you  history  buffs  out  there,  why  not  take  a  visit  to  Anne 
Frank’s  childhood  home  and  squeeze  yourself  into  the  Hidden  An¬ 
nex  where  the  World  War  Two-figure  hid  with  her  family. 

But  Amsterdam  is  also  magnificent  for  its  canals  and  "canal  bus" 
tours  that  are  almost  as  good  as  the  subway  system  in  the  city.  For 
a  relaxing  and  quiet  trip  through  the  city,  consider  a  trip  on  one 
of  the  many  canal  lines  that  take  your  through  many  sites  around 
Amsterdam.  And  best  of  all,  you  can  hop  on  and  hope  off  any  time! 

How  to  get  there? 

Unless  you  already  live  on  the  mainland  of  Europe,  the  only  way 
you’re  getting  to  the  Netherlands  is  by  plane.  You’re  probably  going 
to  have  to  fork  out  a  little  over  $1,000  for  a  round  trip  plane  ticket 
to  Amsterdam. 

SANTORINI,  GREECE 


Despite  the  country's  economic  woes,  Greece  is  still  cherished  as  one  of  the  most  scenic  and  beautiful 
countries  in  the  world.  The  country’s  beauty  is  exemplified  in  Santorini,  an  island  in  the  southern  Ae¬ 
gean  Sea  about  120  miles  southeast  of  Greece's  mainland. 

Santorini’s  crescent  shape  is  the  result  of  a  massive  volcanic  eruption  which  "blew  the  top  off"  the 
island  in  around  1500  BCE.  But  what  isn’t  the  result  of  a  volcanic  eruption  are  the  iconic  blue-topped 
churches  and  houses  that  line  the  Santorini  coastline.  Or  if  you  just  want  to  lie  in  the  sunshine  then 
there  are  plenty  of  pristine  beaches  all  around  the  island. 

How  to  get  there? 

There  are  two  ways  to  get  from  Greece's  mainland  to  Santorini:  By  air  and  by  sea.  Getting  there  by  plane 
is  far  more  convenient;  however  flights  to  the  island  tend  to  fill  up  very  quickly  during  peak  season. 
There  are  many  connecting  flights  between  Santorini  (Thira)  National  Airport  and  Athens,  and  the  flight 
typically  lasts  30  minutes.  By  sea,  high-speed  catamaran  is  your  best  bet.  The  trip  from  Piraeus,  the  sea¬ 
port  in  Athens,  to  Santorini  typically  takes  4.5  hours.
